Meal In Series of Trials 
Just Completed 


Ramie enthusiasts received 
further proof of their belief in 
Ramie as a Glades crop when 
the Everglades Experiment 
Station completed an experiment 
in cattle 


uterine in tening covering the 
r| relative effectiveness of alfal- 
fa meal, natural ramie meal and 
ramie meal from which the 
chlorophyl had been extracted. 

The pens which were fed on 
ramie meal and extracted ramie 
meal both exceeded the pen in 
which alfalfa meal was used, 
proving, so far as this experi- 
ment is concerned that a $50 per 
ton local meal (ramie) exceeds 
an[ imported meal (alfalfa) 
costing here better than $80 
per ton. 

This test also proves that 
after the chlorophy| has been 
extracted by the plant at Lake 
Worth, the meal has a. higher 
feed value to our cattle fatten- 
ing industry in the Glades than 
the “unmatched” alfalfa leaf 
meal, 

Incidentally the alfalfa leaf 
meal had a protein content of 
a bit Getter than 17 per cent, 
while both ramie mixtures were 
better than 23 per eent. _Wheth- 
er the 23. per cent protein is all 
available for cattle assimila+ 
tion or not is a technical quest- 
ion yet to be decided, but
